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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to tlie record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with James Slattery on 3 March 3 2006. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
• Claims 5 and 6 have been cancelled. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The best 
prior art discloses a glass bulb for use in a cathode ray tube comprising a face part 
having a fluorescent film, wherein the face part comprises contaminants. However, the 
prior art falls to teach or fairly suggest a glass bulb for a cathode ray tube wherein the 
face part contains no contaminants having an effective diameter of W of at least a 
defective reference value from 0.15 mm to 0.35 mm and a region extending from the 
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surface of the fluorescent film in the light-travel direction, which is located within a 
reference depth from 2.6 mm to 4.0 mm and only contains contaminant having an 
effective diameter W of at most a measurement reference value of 0.07 mm to 0.1 5 
mm, as claimed in claim 1. Claims 2-4 are allowed by virtue of their dependency.
